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Michael Lunsford — Meet the New Guy

“He showed up nervous as all 
heck,” Emerald Coast Gallery & Gifts 
co-owner Jennifer Viaene says of 
her initial meeting with this issue’s 
cover artist. “He’s a fine artist. He’s 
been involved with ADSO (the Fort 
Walton Beach-based Arts and Design 
Society) and has placed several times 
and sold at the shows. I’m trying to 
push him to teach classes. He gets a 
lot of commission work from people 
looking at what he does. He paints 
here several times a week, and we love 
having him.” 


Michael Lunsford and Jillian—his 
wife of just over a decade—relocated to 
Destin from Michigan about two years 
ago. “(She) got a transfer offer from her 
job,” he says. “We came to visit to see 
if we wanted to move here. It took us 
less than a day to decide.” Jillian left 
that job about six months ago because 
“she wasn’t getting enough time at the 
beach or with me,” says Michael. Her 
new job requires less time at work. 


Lunsford took formal oil painting 
classes starting at age 12. “I did it 
for six years until I went to college at 
Western Michigan University—which 
wasn’t a long or illustrious college

career,” he says. “I’ve had a few 
classes here and there to pick up what 
I can. I really enjoy watching people 
paint, too.” 


His preferred medium is acrylic, but 
Lunsford works in pencils for an 
occasional change of pace. Favorite 
subjects include wildlife, scenery 
and buildings. “Brightly colored stuff, 
usually.”

He went pro last November but says 
he’s always painted as a hobby— 
giving lots of gifts to friends but never 
for the purpose of selling. “When I 
started trying to do it as a job, I had 
no portfolio to speak of. Everything 
was in the hands of people I’d given 
things,” says Lunsford. 


He arrived at the Emerald Coast 
Gallery this February and was 


encouraged by owners Viaene and 
Claire Gagne. “They’ve been very 
helpful as far as giving tips about 
being successful at it.” 


Lunsford draws a blank when asked 
about his art influences. “It’s tricky,” 
he says. “I don’t have much art history 
experience. I don’t know very much, 
so I kind of take a little bit from 
everything I see. Ican’t really produce 
a list of people I aspire to emulate or 
have been inspired by. It’s kind of a 
little bit of everything. I admire pretty 
much all of it.” 


When he’s not painting, Lunsford 
enjoys exploring the area—“everything 
from walking the docks while people 
are unloading fish to visiting the Air 
Force Armament Museum. I love just 
about every place on the water. My 
favorite place to eat seafood is Dewey 
Destin’s—I’ve been a seafood fan my 
whole life. That’s a wonderful benefit 
of being here, the fresh seafood.” 


At press time, this issue’s cover 
painting “Afternoon Playtime” is for 
sale at the gallery. “That represents 
about 50 hours (of work), and that 
painting and I have had a love-hate 
relationship for most of that time,” 
says Lunsford.

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1§ Questions with the Sauce Boss 


Continuing our tie-in with The 
Beachcomber’s 15th anniversary... This 
issue, the spotlight shines on musician 
and gumbo maker Bill “Sauce Boss” 
Wharton, who performs at HarborWalk 
Village Saturday, Sept. 3. 


1. Where do you currently call 
home? 

I live in Jefferson County, the only 
county in Florida with not one single 
spotlight. Goes from Georgia to the Gulf 
of Mexico. I live in the country, down 
near the Wacissa River. 


2. Where did you grow up? 
Orlando, Florida. 


3. How did you get into music? 

I started playing guitar and drums 
when I was about 12. I always was 
drawn to music. A few years later, I 
went out and got a gig. Then I went 
home and learned the songs needed for 
the gig. Idid a few gigs around Orlando, 
using this model—get the gig, then 
work up the tunes. When I was 17, I 
was playing six or seven nights a week 
in clubs. I was too young to be in clubs, 
so the bandleader said, “When the suits 
come in the door, you make yourself 
scarce. I dodged the beverage agent til 
I turned 18. Never looked back. 


4. You’ve performed here many 
times. What attracts you to the 
Destin area? 

The bay and ocean, lots of people 
having fun. 


5. What’s your guitar of choice? 

My 1953 Fender Double Cutaway 
Telecaster, and my Fine Resophonic 
Bill Wharton Special. These two guitars 
have defined my sound. 


6. Who are some of the musicians 
that influenced you? 
All the good ones. 


7. What is a typical day like for you? 
On the road—check out of the hotel and 
drive to the venue. Set up. Check in and 
rest. Do the gig. Back to the hotel, then 
do it again the next day. 


At home—wake at 10 a.m. Computer 
work for a few hours or work around the 
house, gardening and other projects. 
Hopefully a nap in the late afternoon, 
then I work in my studio. Around 
midnight, I head home to relax for a 
while before turning in around 3 or 
4 a.m. 


Whether I’m on the road or at home, a 
very large part of every day is foraging 
and cooking my food. I eat a healthy 
diet no matter where I am. When I’m 
touring, I carry a small kitchen, pantry 
and fresh produce with me. When 
eating out, I Yelp the good healthy 


options. This keeps my stamina and 
focus up and my fatigue down. I don’t 
get sick much. And if I do happen to 
catch a cold, I recover much more 
quickly. It’s about the long run. 


8. Tell us about your nonprofit 
Planet Gumbo. 

Fifteen years ago I started a nonprofit 
foundation, Planet Gumbo. I now 
donate my time to cook and perform 
for free at homeless shelters and soup 
kitchens. (Editor’s Note: The website 
is planetgumbo.org.) 


9. Tell us about your band. 
One man does it all! 


10. What’s a typical Sauce Boss 
show like? 

You take that ’53 Telecaster, pump 
it through that 48 Fender amp, add 
a bass rig, mix in some drums, all 
simmered down over some funky 
swamp blues, and smothered with 
gumbo, and you got a recipe for a good 
time. It’s a Soul Shouting Picnic of Rock 
‘n Roll Brotherhood. There’s a lot of 
audience participation. Everybody is 
encouraged to sing, dance and come 
and put the stir on the gumbo. 


Since 1990, I’ve been making gumbo 
during my musical performances all 
over the U.S., in Canada and in Europe. 
The shows transform the audience into 
participants in community. Serving 
gumbo to the audience for free has 
become my message of sharing. I’ve 
served way over 200,000 people for 
free. I bring my own hot sauce to 
every gig, and I cook the gumbo while 
smoking the slide guitar. At the end of 
the show, everyone gets a bowl. 


11. Where are some of your favorite 
places to perform? 

The list is too long. I’ve done a Roman 
amphitheater and a Napoleonic opera 
house in the south of France. Those 
were pretty cool. I’ve done too many 
festivals to name. But for me, whether 
it’s a large or small venue, it’s always 
a process of changing whatever place 
I am into that magic music place. 
Sustenance for the heart, the mind, the 
soul, and, yes...the stomach. 


12. What are some of your favorite 
Beachcomberland spots to eat, drink 
and shop? 

Donut Hole, HarborWalk, Paradise 
Bar and Grill, AJ’s, McGuire’s, LuLu’s, 
Jasmine Thai and Café Organic to 
name a few. 


13. What have been some of your 
career highlights so far? 

Playing in Bo Diddley’s backup band. 
When Bo walked into the venue, he 
took one look at the band and said— 
with trepidation—“Is this the band?!?” 


So we said, “Yup, we are the band.” So 
we did a little rehearsal. After a couple 
of tunes, Bo asked, “Does anyone 
have a recorder? I’d like to get some 
of this stuff down on tape.” So we did 
a 20-minute rehearsal, and later that 
night played a four-hour concert. 


When Jimmy Buffett wrote “I Will Play 
for Gumbo” with a verse about me in it. 


Playing all over France in the ‘00s to 
support the Virgin Records release of 
my album South of the Blues. Cooking 
at the Le Meridien Hotel in Paris for 
two weeks was nice. Also, playing the 
New Morning in Paris was a milestone 
for me. Plus scaring the hell out of 
Screaming Jay Hawkins with my 
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steaming pot of gumbo was a whole 
lot of fun. 


Seeing a big smear of my gumbo on 
Pete Seeger’s shirt when I opened for 
him. 


14. If you could time travel forward 
or back for a week, where would 
you go? 

1905, Mardi Gras in NOLA. I would 
like to follow Buddy Bolden around 
for a week.

Holy White Hounds, Batman!

It would seem that Holy White 
Hounds are experiencing a meteoric 
rise, the kind that fills up the dreams of 
musicians the world over. Lead vocalist 
and guitarist Brenton Dean tells The 
Beachcomber how appearances are a 
little different from reality. 


Dean and Hounds bass player 
Ambrose Lupercal have been playing 
music together since high school. The 
other band members--James Manson 
on guitar and Seth Luloff on drums— 
came along shortly later. As a group, 
they released their first EP in 2014, 
were signed to Razor & Tie Records 
in February 2016, and released their 
full-length album Sparkle Sparkle in 
May. They continue to climb the rock 
charts and broke the top 10 with the 
track “Switchblade.” 


“We’re super grateful for everything,” 
says Dean. “But if I’m being totally 
honest, there hasn’t really even been 
time to stop and think about it. We 
like to keep our heads down and keep 
working, so when we get word that our 
single is at a new spot on the chart, 
it is exciting. 


“We’re always very happy, but there 
isn’t always a lot of time to process it, 
because when we hear something like 
that, it’s like, Alright, I guess it’s time 
to get into the practice space and start 
writing our next single.” 


The idea is that every song and every 
album runs its natural course. As a 
band, Holy White Hounds wants to be 
prepared to follow up on their success 
with the best material possible. 


“There was a moment when we got 
signed when it was like, Man, this 
is so surreal. This is something that 
I’ve dreamed about since I was a kid. 
And when we got home, we all knew 
that we had to go back to what got us 
into that position. We are so happy to 
be signed, but now we have to keep 
working,” 


True to their word, during a small 
break in the band’s touring schedule, 
the Holy White Hounds are tucked 
away in their Des Moines, Iowa 
rehearsal space making demos of 
new songs. 


“The coolest benchmark is being able 
to play music for a living and knowing 
how lucky you are. And wanting to 
work your ass off so you can keep 
doing that.”

When it comes to writing, the focus 
is on a group mentality. “We are the 
Holy White Hounds,” says Dean. “We 
never put anybody over anybody. When 
we're out on the road, everyone has 
to be away from their families--their 
home, their friends and their jobs- 
-so everybody is making the same 
sacrifices when we’re away and on 
tour. We view each other as equals. 


“In the end, I’m not sure anyone is 
going to know who wrote what, because 
in the end all the songs will just be 
credited to Holy White Hounds. They 
will all be Holy White Hounds songs.” 


As for genre labels and comparisons, 
Holy White Hounds have had their 
fair share lobbed at them. It is 
undeniable that a certain grittiness 
presents itself, and part of that is 
a reflection of Dean’s connection to 
punk music. 


“T had two friends (in high school), 
Sarah and Michelle, and they liked 
all this strange punk music,” he 
says. “I would skip school and go to 
their house and listen to music. They 
showed me all of this crazy music. I 
remember not knowing what to think 
about a lot of it.

“T really fell in love with those dirty 
tones, and that garage-y sound. And I 
think you can hear that in a lot of our 
stuff too.” 


Having only been officially signed for 
under half a year, Dean is excited 
about what’s in the pipeline. “There 
(are) going to be a lot of announcements 
very soon, I’m just not allowed to talk 
to about them yet.”

Twenty One Pilots have been climbing 
the Billboard music charts since the 
release of their album Blurryface, 
which features popular songs including 
the #2 hit “Stressed Out” and “Ride,” 
which reached #6 on the Hot 100 this 
summer. Their results on the Hot Rock 
Chart are even more impressive. With 
the recent release of “Heathens,” their 
single from Suicide Squad: The Album, 
the alternative-rock duo earned the 
title “Most Weeks at #1 on the Hot 
Rock Chart” at 33 weeks, beating out 
Foo Fighters, the reigning champs at 
30 weeks.

Dining with Bruce Collier 


McGuire’s Irish Pub has been a Destin 
fixture for years. I’ve always enjoyed the 
food there, along with their assortment 
of house made beers and their excellent 
root beer. The menu there has always 
been pretty eclectic, so I guess there 
was no reason to wonder when they 
opened a sushi place next door to the 
pub. 


Is sushi Irish? No, and there’s no 
attempt here to make Japan’s most 
famous culinary export fit into an 
Emerald Isle theme. On the contrary, 
McGuire’s Sushi looks like a straight-up 
sushi bar and restaurant. With the 
exception of the children’s menu, I 
didn’t see even a hint of green about 
the place. The decor is red, black and 
varnished wood, a slick-but-restrained 
minimalist atmosphere that sets off the 
prettiness of all that freshly prepared 
sushi. 


The walls are dominated by large 
framed posters of films, ranging from 
Seven Samurai to Ocean’s 11 and Hang 
‘Em High, with assorted martial arts, 
sci-fi and western epics in between. 
There’s a sushi bar with stools for 
those who like to look and point, as 
well as tables. For music, it was neither 
Japanese nor Celtic that day, but good 
old Motown, blues and doo-wop. Ray 
Charles goes perfectly with Japanese 
fare. 


McGuire’s Sushi menu offers a few 
starters, and sushi available as 
nigiri (raw fish on small cakes of 
vinegar-seasoned rice), chirashi (raw 
fish arranged on a bed of vinegar- 
seasoned rice) and rolls, in which fish, 
vegetables and other ingredients are 
rolled-up with rice in dried seaweed, 


then sliced. When I first tried sushi 
in New York in the mid-1980s, rolls 
were not that common. Now, the roll 
is king, and the mainstay of many 
sushi menus. 


My wife and I decided to get miso 
soup and an order of nigiri to start, 
and to get our daughter Grace (the 
Tiny Diner) her meal—non-Japanese 
pizza, with fries and a drink. The place 
was filling up, and sushi takes time to 
make, so you might want to get your 
kid fed early. 


TD got two slices of hot pizza (loaded 
with cheese) and very tasty fries that 
reminded me of souffled potatoes. 
Lemonade and a Rice Krispy treat 
added to her joy. 


Among the nigiri offered were octopus, 
tuna, fatty tuna, squid, sea urchin, 
mackerel, and others. I ordered 
mackerel. 


The roll menu listed around 22 
choices. We decided on three to 
split—a Destin roll (tuna, avocado and 
green onion), Spider roll (fried softshell 
crab, crab stick and cucumber) anda 
Crunchy Shrimp roll (tempura shrimp, 
crab stick, and cucumber). 


The mackerel came, two cakes of 
rice with generous slices of silvery 
mackerel. Mackerel’s strong taste and 
oily texture make it a polarizing fish, 
but serving it raw mutes and softens 
that. A little pickled ginger cuts the 
richness. 


The rolls came. They’re a little messy, 
with sweet soy, spicy mayo and crunchy 
tempura flakes, but it’s worth it just 


popping a whole bite at once and 
letting the elements work. You get 
sweet, salty, spicy, crunchy, chewy and 
smooth all together. If maneuvering 
chopsticks isn’t your thing, use your 
fingers. There’s the added pleasure of 
explaining to your child why it’s okay 
this time not to use utensils. 


Other rolls included McGuire Roll 
(lump crab salad and crab stick), 
prime rib roll, Boston roll (crab salad, 
cream cheese), Canadian roll (smoked 
salmon and bacon), California rolls A 
and B, Dragon Skin roll (smoked eel 
and crab stick), Eel roll, Caterpillar 
roll (eel, crab, avocado), Philadelphia 
roll (smoked salmon, cream cheese), 
Rainbow roll (crab salad, tuna, yellow 
tail, salmon and other fish), Spicy 
Tuna/Ultimate Spicy Tuna rolls, 
Vegetable roll, Seaweed salad roll, 
Volcano roll (crab, crab salad, fish 
roe spicy sauce), Ultimate Salmon roll 
(smoked and fresh) Yellow Tail and Red 
Dragon roll (softshell crab, spicy sauce, 
roe and tuna). 


McGuire’s Sushi offers wine, sake, and 
its renowned house brews. I got a root 
beer, which may not be what one orders 
with sushi, but I never pass it up. 


I noticed on the kids menu that there’s a 
chocolate brownie a la mode and a root 
beer float. We passed this time. 
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Erin Go Raw... McGuire’s Sushi 


Realizing that the miso had not come, 
we told the server, Wes. He duly took 
it off the bill and offered us a takeout 
serving on the house. We declined (we 
weren’t going home right away), but I 
really appreciated the gesture. Wes did 
a great job taking care of us and a lot 
of other diners that afternoon.

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The Beachcomber Brew Review

Sometimes we wonder how Florida pulls off the 
whole Sunshine State thing when it’s actually 
ranked as one of the top three rainiest states. But 
that’s not necessarily a bad thing—just ask the 
good folks in California. 


Drought prevention aside, rainy days can be a 
good time to catch up on shopping, and not just 
at the local malls. That’s how we found ourselves 
moseying over to Beach Liquors for the first time 
this summer, and wound up with a bad case of the 
rainy day brews. Or, more accurately, a six-pack. 


Here’s how it happened. We were looking to try 
one of our hometown brewer’s newbies, and next 
thing you know, we had our hands and arms 
full of interesting brews. So much for willpower. 
We blame this on our local brewers, who have 
obviously been busy whipping up concoctions to 
tempt us. It worked. 


It also helps that besides selling singles, Beach 
Liquors is the originator of the mix-and-match six- 
pack, so you can try a lot of different labels with 
little commitment. And they’re reasonably priced. 


One of the most interesting we found was Grayton 
Beer’s Salt of the Gulf, featuring salt—no 
surprise there—as well as lactobacillus. Wait, 
what? Lactobacillus? Does this mean we can 
drink beer instead of routinely slurping yogurt 
and popping probiotics? Probably not, but it might 
be this combo that contributes to a flavor aptly 
described as “tart.” 30A Beach Blonde it definitely 
is not. That is to say, this beer isn’t for everyone. 


But it is for us. At first sip, it delivers a big 
tongue-puckering hit of hoppy goodness with just 
the right touch of coriander and salt. An almost- 
faded golden color with a cream-colored head, 
it’s nearly clear translucence may help explain 
why it delivers a cleanish taste that belies its 
pucker power. Love it or hate it, at least it avoids a 
chemical or fake taste. We found it went well with 
food, particularly anything crunchy and—crazily 
enough—salty. Not sure why, but this salt-on-salt 
pairing seemed to take the edge off its distinct 
tartness. It’s a weird beer for sure, and we liked 
it like that. 


Although sours like the Salt of the Gulf may be 
one of the hottest trends in beer right now, we 
know there are still plenty of hardcore IPA fans 
bellying up to the bar. For you, Grayton Beer has 
come up with the Fish Whistle, a deep amber IPA 
that’s distinctly malty and sufficiently hoppy with 
a tease of citrus and bitter finish. And it smells 
oh-so-lovely. 


Despite a long string of successes, Grayton Beer is 
probably still best known for their inaugural brew, 
the much beloved 30A Beach Blonde. And now 
Grayton brings us yet another blonde, the Walton 
County Permit, in a bikini-less, red-white-and- 
blue can. But here’s the kicker—they’re the same 
beer. For departing out-of-towners, though, the 
new canned version is not only easy to tote home, 
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its unmissable “Walton County Beach” marking 
makes for a perfect grownup souvenir. Beach beer 
is to grownups what mouse ears are to kiddies. 
Nothing says “I spent my summer vacay in Florida” 
quite like either of them. 


They’re not the only blondes in town, though. Props 
Brewery of Fort Walton Beach now offers their 
Blonde Bomber Ale in cans, and it’s every bit as 
tasty as what you get in-house. Even McGuire’s, 
which may be the area’s original brewer, has gotten 
into the retail game with bottles of their red ale.

Likewise, one of the area’s youngest brewers, Idyll 
Hounds, is giving us their best with Man O’ Wheat 
and Divide and Conch’r double IPA, both in 
cans. And interesting cans at that, particularly the 
Man O’ Wheat, which sports some huge jellyfish. 


There’s more to be had from our local brewers, not to 
mention others that are almost local. But we'll save 
those for another time. As it was, we wound up with 
more beers than we intended. But don’t think we’re 
sorry about it. The weather may have been bad, but 
those rainy day brews made it all good.

South Walton is a gorgeous 26-mile 
stretch of coastal paradise that more 
than 23,000 people are proud to call 
home. We are surrounded by the 
sugar white sands and clear waters of 
the Gulf of Mexico, rare coastal dune 
lakes, untouched natural beauty of 
neighboring state parks and bays, and 
the distinctive character of the friendly 
local towns that immediately feel like 
home. It is a beautiful place to visit 
and an even more spectacular place 
to call home. 


A Better South Walton (ABSW) is a 
group of citizens devoting their time 
and energy to exploring ideas to improve 
South Walton’s future as its population, 
number of visitors businesses grow. 
Their mission is to seek more effective 
governance and local representation 
for South Walton and to preserve and 
enhance its unique character and way 
of life. Thanks to a supportive local 
community, ABSW has spent the last 
19 months researching incorporation 
and the impact it would have on South 
Walton’s residents and visitors.

Incorporation would give South Walton 
the right to elect a local government 
focused solely on serving this 
community’s best interests. It would 
give residents and local homeowners 
the opportunity to have a stronger 
voice in the leadership, operational 
management and long term planning of 
South Walton. Never before in the coastal 
counties of the Florida panhandle has 
a municipality incorporated with such 
a large population base. 


ABSW has worked closely with an 
experienced team of consultants to 
determine the feasibility of incorporating 
South Walton, define the benefits it 
would bring to our community and 
build a strategic action plan to execute 
this initiative. A feasibility study was 
conducted, and its results concluded 
that South Walton is a viable candidate 
for incorporation. 


The results include a conceptual five- 
year operational plan for a municipal 
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government based on data collected 
for the study. The actual plan will 
be decided by South Walton’s first 
municipal council, elected by the 
voting citizens in fall 2017. The 
feasibility study cited our significant 
population and our substantial 
tax base as strong drivers in this 
conclusion. 


Why now? The majority of Gulf 
Coast residents and guests can 
point to an area and recall a time 
when it was quieter, more local and 
less developed. If left unchecked, 
South Walton could suffer the same 
fate. Never before has such a large 
community experienced such rapid 
growth without a plan for the future. 
There has never been a more critical 
time for change in South Walton— 
let’s make that change positive. 


On Aug. 25, ABSW will be hosting 
a town hall meeting (see Events 
listing) to discuss the recently 
released charter summary and the 
latest revisions to the feasibility 
study. Getting the community’s 
feedback has never been more 
important, as it is your feedback 
that will determine what goes 
into the final documentation for 
incorporation. 


We ask that you make it a priority 
to attend and learn more about 
the details of incorporation, how 
it affects the residents of South 
Walton and voice your opinions on 
what matters most in this process.
